The  lively,  informative,  entertaining  Matilda  Ziegler  Magazine  for  the  Blind  has 
been  published  at  no  cost  to  its  readers  since  1907.  Named  for  its  founder, 
Mrs.  William  Ziegler,  who  endowed  it  for  free  distribution  to  those  who 
cannot  read  print,  the  Ziegler  features  topical  articles  selected  from  a wide 
range  of  periodicals,  books  excerpts,  fiction,  poetry  and  humor. 

It  includes  news  of  special  interest  to  blind  and  visually  impaired  people  and  has 
a Reader’s  Forum  where  readers  express  opinions  and  exchange  ideas. 

The  Ziegler  is  issued  ten  times  a year  in  two  editions:  Grade  2 braille  and  disc 
(8  rpm,  playable  only  on  Library  of  Congress  talking  book  record  player).  Not 
published  in  large  type  or  cassette.

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A BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  NAPVI 


Until  1980,  there  was  no  national  organization 
that  had  as  its  goal  to  serve  families  of  visually 
impaired  children  without  regard  to  the  degree  of 
severity  of  visual  loss,  additional  impairments  or  the 
age  of  the  child.  The  goals  of  the  National  Association 
for  Parents  of  the  Visually  Impaired,  Inc.  are  to  provide 
support,  information  and  service  to  such  families. 
NAPVI  strives  to  meet  parents  needs: 

• for  emotional  support  and  relief  from  feelings  of 
isolation  felt  when  their  child  is  blind  or  serious- 
ly impaired; 

• for  information  so  that  they  can  make  better 
decision  about  care,  education  and  treatment 
for  their  child; 

• for  training  and  assistance  in  establishing  local, 
state  and  regional  parent  groups; 

• for  assistance  in  understanding  how  to  find  and 
use  resources  that  are  available  to  them; 

• for  a united  effort  to  acquire  and  maintain  quali- 
ty service  for  all  blind  and  visually  impaired 
children; 

• to  communicate  and  share  expertise  and  empa- 
thy which  provides  encouragement  and  help; 

• for  communicating  their  expectations  to  federal, 
state  and  local  service  agencies  in  a constructive 
manner;  and 

• to  feel  their  children  are  accepted  as  worthy 
individuals. 

It  all  began  in  March-April  of  1979.  when  a group 
of  about  20  parents  from  across  the  United  States 
were  invited  to  a meeting  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri.  The 
meeting  was  held  May  9-10,  1979  and  was  funded  by 
the  American  Foundation  for  the  Blind.  Mr.  William  F. 
Gallaghar  and  Dr.  Susan  Jay  Spungin  met  with  this 
group  of  parents  and  posed  two  questions.  First,  why 
isn't  there  a national  association  for  parents  of  the 
blind  and  visually  impaired  children  similar  to  parent 
associations  for  other  groups  of  handicapped  children, 
such  as  the  Association  for  Retarded  Citizens,  United 
Cerebral  Palsy,  etc.  Second,  is  there  a need  for  such 
an  organization  to  be  established? 

After  considerable  discussion,  the  parentswho 
were  assembled  concluded  they  did  not  know  the 
answer  to  either  question.  They  agreed  to  find 


answers.  A survey  was  sent  to  as  many  parents  as 
were  known  to  the  group,  requiring  about  125  ques- 
tionnaires. To  the  surprise  of  all,  240  responses  were 
received.  (Parents  were  invited  to  copy  and  share  the 
form  with  others.) 

The  group  met  again  in  New  Orleans,  Louisiana  in 
November,  1979,  to  study  the  results  of  the  survey. 
The  answers  to  the  questions  on  the  survey  pointed 
out  that  parents  surveyed  were  interested  in  having  a 
national  organization;  there  was  a need  for  more  infor- 
mation and  interest  in  a national  newsletter;  many 
parent  who  responded  came  from  small  communities 
and  felt  isolated  from  others  who  understood  their 
needs;  and  many  of  the  parent  had  young  children. 
The  group  also  collected  additional  information  about 
how  other  organizations  of  parent  of  handicapped  chil- 
dren were  established  and  operated. 

After  considering  the  results  of  the  survey  and 
information  about  other  parent  group,  it  was  clear  that 
there  was  a need  for  a national  organization  for  parent 
of  visually  impaired  children.  Many  local  groups  of 
parents  with  blind  and  visually  impaired  children  had 
been  started  over  the  years,  but  few  operated  consis- 
tently. It  was  clear  that  a major  function  of  a national 
group  should  be  to  encourage  and  sustain  develop- 
ment of  local  groups. 

A third  question  came  to  the  minds  of  this  ad  hoc 
committee:  Can  a national  organization  for  parent  of 
the  visually  impaired  be  established?  The  group 
assembled  committed  themselves  to  try.  Articles  of 
incorporation,  bylaws  and  organizational  procedures 
were  established.  The  ad  hoc  committee,  formed  in 
November,  1979,  was  dissolved,  and  on  March  5, 
1980,  the  National  Association  for  Parent  of  the  Visu- 
ally Impaired,  Inc.  (NAPVI)  became  a reality. 

NAPVI  now  has  members  in  every  state,  with  sev- 
eral local  and  state  affiliates.  It  is  striving  to  provide 
support,  information  and  services  to  families  across 
the  United  States.  To  be  a voting  member  of  the  orga- 
nization one  must  be  the  parent  or  guardian  of  a visu- 
ally impaired  child.  Others  interested  in  supporting 
NAPVI's  purposes  are  welcomed  as  associate,  agency 
and  supporting  members.
